lor  the  past  18  years  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  as  President  of  Presbyterian  College.  I  will  retire  on  June 
30  with  many  cherished  memories  from  these  good  years  and  with  deep  gratitude  for  the  privilege  of  leading  this 
college  since  July  1979. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  express  adequate  thanks  to  so  many  of  you  who  have  been  warm  friends  and  respected 
colleagues.  I  am  indebted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  elected  me  and  who  have  supported  my  presidency  with 
wisdom,  strength,  and  grace.  My  fellow  college  officers,  directors,  college  staff,  and  coaches  are  valued  associates  who 
have  all  made  great  contributions  to  our  administrative  team.  The  faculty  serves  this  college  with  great  dedication,  and 
I  salute  them  as  skilled  educators.

I  will  let  others  evaluate  how  well  these  five  commitments  have  been  achieved.  Were  I  starting  over  again, 
however.  I  believe  I  would  again  wish  to  endorse  these  commitments  as  worthy  goals  for  the  future. 

Soon  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  select  my  successor.  I  expect  to  do  all  I  can  to  promote  a  smooth  transition  and  a 
good  beginning.  My  hope  is  that  the  next  president  will  find  as  much  satisfaction  and  pleasure  in  serving  Presbyterian 
College  as  I  have.  Again,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  friendship  and  for  many  cherished  memories.

May  Be  Announced 
At  Commencement 

I  hose  people  attending  the  PC  gradu- 
ation ceremonies  on  May  10  might  get  an 
added  bonus,  if  the  presidential  search 
committee's  work  progresses  as  hoped. 

Dr.  Frank  Harrington,  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  has  said  that  the  trustees 
would  like  to  be  able  to  announce  the  selec- 
tion of  the  college's  16th  president  at  that 
time  —  if  the  process  has  been  completed. 

The  10-member  committee  was  ap- 
pointed by  Harrington  following  the  an- 
nouncement on  Nov.  12  by  President  Ken 
Orr  that  he  will  retire  at  the  end  of  this 
academic  year. 

The  search  committee  reviewed  the 
applications  in  March,  conducted  interviews 
with  several  individuals  in  late  March  and 
early  April,  and  were  to  host  several  of  the 
finalists  on  campus  later  in  April. 

Dr.  Fred  Davison,  vice  chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  who  is  serving  as  chair- 
man of  the  search  committee,  has  said  that 
the  the  group  will  not  hurry  its  process  in 
order  to  meet  any  particular  deadline.

A  native  of  Charlotte.  N.C..  Orr  earned  his 
B.A.  degree  in  business  administration  from  Duke 
University  in  1954,  master  of  divinity  and  master 
of  theology  degrees  from  Union  Seminary,  and  a 
Ph.D.  at  the  University  of  Michigan's  Center  for 
the  Study  of  Higher  Education. 

He  came  to  PC  from  the  Presbyterian  School 
of  Christian  Education  in  Richmond.  Va..  where  he 
served  as  president  for  five  years.  Prior  to  that  he 
was  at  Union  Theological  Seminary,  also  in  Rich- 
mond, where  he  spent  two  years  as  assistant  to  the

Psychology  Professor  Receives  Top  Faculty  Honor 


Ux  Ann  B.  Stidham.  professor  of  psychology,  has 
been  named  as  Presbyterian  College's  1 997  Professor  of  the 
Year. 

She  will  make  a  brief  address  to  the  graduating  seniors 
as  part  of  the  Commencement  activities. 

"1  am  thrilled  and  so  appreciative  of  this,"  Stidham 
said  upon  learning  of  the  recognition  from  PC  President 
Ken  Orr  and  Dr.  William  Moncrief,  senior  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  and  dean  of  the  faculty.  "I  was  totally 
dumbfounded  and  absolutely  overwhelmed  by  surprise  when 
they  told  me." 

Stidham  came  to  Clinton  in  1967  as  a  part-time  instructor  and  then 
joined  the  faculty  full-time  in  1978.  She  earned  her  B.S.  degree  from 
Muskingum  College,  her  M.A.  degree  from  Northwestern  University,  and 
her  Ed.D.  degree  from  the  University  of  Tennessee. 

"Ann  Stidham  is  one  of  the  most  remarkable  professors  and  human 
beings  1  have  ever  known,"  Moncrief  said.  "As  a  dedicated  and  dynamic 
teacher  she  is  held  in  esteem  by  the  entire  college  community.    As 
counselor  and 
friend  she  is 
loved  by  stu- 
dents and  colleagues  alike.  Presbyterian  College  would  be  a  very  different 
place  without  Ann  Stidham.  She  richly  deserves  the  honor  of  being  named 
Professor  of  the  Year  at  PC." 

Those  words  were  echoed  by  Dr.  Tim  Gaines,  a  longtime  colleague 
who  serves  as  chairman  of  the  psychology  department. 

"Ann  Stidham  epitomizes  the  ethos  of  Presbyterian  College."  he 
said.  "In  fact.  I  think  she  is  one  of  the  people  on  this  campus  who  has  done

marvels  at  the  schedule  she  keeps,  and  we  all  have  come  to 
realize  that  if  she  is  a  few  minutes  late  for  her  appointed  time 
with  us,  it  is  only  because  she  has  tried  to  squeeze  in  a  little 
more  time  for  someone  else  in  need.

It  is  not  Stidham's  first  recognition  for  her  teaching  skills.  In  1993. 
she  was  one  of  five  national  recipients  of  an  Outstanding  Professor  Award 
presented  by  Vector  Marketing  Corporation.  That  honor  resulted  from  the 
nomination  of  a  former  student  who  had  experienced  this  special  professor. 

Kingsley  Moore,  a  psychology  major  in  this  year's  senior  class, 
understands  the  kind  of  impact  that  her  favorite  professor  can  have  on  PC

He  has  been  the  pastor  of  four  churches:  First 


Presbyterian  in  Dyer,  Ind..  1963-65:  Bethany  Pres- 
byterian in  Lafayette,  Ind..  1966-74:  Broad  Street 
Presbyterian  in  Columbus.  Ohio.  1974-85;  and  his 
current  pastorate  in  Chicago  since  1985. 

Buchanan  has  been  deeply  involved  with 
denominational  assignments  on  both  the  presbytery 
and  General  Assembly  levels  and  has  served  on  the 
Board  of  Pensions  for  PCUSA.  the  General  Board 
of  the  National  Council  of  Churches,  a  registered 
observer  for  the  Seventh  Assembly  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches,  and  a  trustee  at  McCormick 
Theological  Seminary,  Presbyterian  Homes  of 
Evanston,  111.,  and  Muskingum  College  in  Ohio.

Presbyterian 
College's  senior  vice  president  for  academic  af- 
fairs and  dean  of  the  faculty,  has  accepted  the  post 
of  provost  and  dean  of  the  faculty  at  Lyon  College 
in  Batesville,  Ark. 

He  will  leave  PC  at  the  end  of  the  current 
academic  year. 

Moncrief  came  to  PC  in  the  July  of  1986  and 
has  overseen  the  creation  of  many 
new  academic  programs,  such  as 
the  Knight  Program  in  Applied 
Ethics,  the  PC  Summer  Program 
at  Corpus  Christi  College  of  Ox- 
ford University,  the  minor  in  Af- 
rican American  Studies,  and  the 
college's  Honors  Program  which 
includes  the  Dean's  Seminar  for 
Freshman  Honors  Scholars,  the 
Honors  Seminars  in  the  Great 
Ideas,  and  Honors  Research  in 
the  Major  Discipline. 

"Dean  Moncrief  has  served 
Presbyterian  College  with  dedi- 
cation and  distinction  over  the 
past  1 1  years."  said  Dr.  Kenneth 
B.  Orr,  PC's  president.  "I  am  grateful  to  him  for  his 
effective  leadership  of  our  academic  program  and 
his  strong  contribution  as  an  officer  of  the  college. 
He  has  been  a  w  arm  friend  and  colleague  to  many 
of  us  at  PC.  and  he  and  his  wife.  Barbara,  have 
graciousl)  entertained  many  students  in  their 
home." 

Moncrief  joined  the  PC  administrative  staff 
after  serving  10  years  as  dean  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  the  Oxford  College  campus  of  Emory 
ity.  A  Phi  Beta  Kappa  graduate  of  Emory. 
he  earned  his  Ph.D.  in  chemistrj  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity and  then  taught  for  two  years  at  Amherst 
College  and  eight  yeas  a!  Emorj  before  assuming 
his  duties  at  ( Ixford  College.

"I 
believe  that  Lyon  College  will  be 
an  ideal  place  for  me  to  continue 
my  administrative  career. 
"Lyon  College,  a  residential  liberal  arts  col- 
lege with  highly  selective  admissions,  is  smaller 
than  PC  and  is  committed  to  remaining  small." 
Moncrief  said.  "It  is.  like  PC.  related  to  the  Presby- 
terian Church  (U.S.A.).  As  provost  and  dean  of  the 
faculty,  my  responsibilities  will  include  the  direc- 
tion of  all  phases  of  the  academic  program  as  well 
as  Lyon's  athletic  programs." 

While  excited  about  the  opportunities  ahead, 
however.  Moncrief  sees  the  move  as  bittersweet. 
"Barbara  and  I  leave  many  friends  among 
faculty,  staff,  trustees,  and  spouses,  and  we  look 
forward  to  maintaining  these  friendships  in  the 
years  ahead."  he  said.  "PC  has  become  and  will 
alw  ay  s  remain  an  important  part  of  our  lives,  and  it 
will  remain  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers." 


Gillespie  Named 
Interim  Faculty  Dean

President  Ken  Orr  said  that  installing 
a  member  of  the  PC  faculty  as  dean  for  a 
12-month  interim  period  will  be  of  benefit 
to  whomever  succeeds  him  as  president, 
and  he  and  Dr.  William  Moncrief.  depart- 
ing senior  vice  president  for  academic  af- 
fairs and  dean  of  the  faculty,  were  pleased 
that  Gillespie  accepted  the  assignment. 

"This  gives  time  for  a  new  president 
to  come  in  and  conduct  a  thorough  search 
for  a  permanent  faculty  dean."  Orr  said.  "In 
the  meantime,  the  president  will  have  the 
services  of  an  experienced  faculty  leader  in 
Dave  Gillespie  for  that  period  of  transi- 
tion." 

Gillespie,  professor  of  political  sci- 
ence, joined  the  PC  faculty  in  1979  and  was 
selected  in  1993  as  the  S.C.  Professor  of  the 
Year  by  the  Council  for  the  Advancement 
and  Support  of  Education  (CASE).  He 
served  as  the  first  chair  of  the  six-member 
Senior  Faculty  Council,  established  in  1995 
to  present  the  concerns  of  the  PC  faculty  to 
the  administration.  Gillespie  is  spending 
this  semester  at  the  University  of  Tartu  in 
Estonia  on  a  Fulbright  grant. 

He  earned  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees 
from  Wake  Forest  University  and  his  Ph.D. 
from  Kent  State  University.

Templeton  Expansion,  Townhouse  Construction  Begin 


V  (-instruction  has  begun  on  two  long-awaited 
projects  on  the  Presbyterian  College  campus. 

The  $1.5  million  expansion  of  Templeton 
Physical  Education  Center  is  expected  to  be  com- 
pleted in  the  fall,  adding  locker  rooms,  coaching 
offices,  and  team  rooms  to  accommodate  the  in- 
crease in  recent  years  of  the  women's  athletic 
program. 

A  part  of  the  project  is  the  renovation  of  the 
rifle  range,  located  behind  Templeton.  into  a  sports 
medicine  complex. 

Also  under  way  is  the  construction  of  three 
townhouse  apartment  buildings  on  Maple  Street, 
located  adjacent  to  the  intramural  park  across  from 
the  fraternity  court. 

These  townhouses,  which  will  be  available 
as  an  on-campus  residential  alternative  to  seniors, 
will  consist  of  15  individual  units  —  some  units 
designed  for  four  residents  and  some  for  six  —  to 
provide  housing  for  a  total  of  72  students.  Each  unit 
will  be  furnished  and  will  feature  fully  equipped 
kitchens.  The  buildings  will  also  be  wired  to  the 
campus  telephone,  cable  television,  and  computer 
networks. 

With  the  townhouses  being  built  by  an  out- 
side contractor.  PC  will  be  involved  in  a  $!6-vear 


lease-purchase  arrangement  with  a  $  1  buyout  at  the 
conclusion  of  that  period. 

"This  is  really  an  attractive  arrangement  for 
the  college  because  it  does  not  tie  up  any  capital  for 
us  in  construction  costs."  said  Skip  Zubrod,  vice 


president  for  finance.  "All  the  units  are  filled  for 
the  coming  fall  semester,  and  we  believe  they  will 
prove  to  be  a  popular  option  for  those  seniors  who 
wish  to  live  in  an  apartment  setting  but  still  enjoy 
the  amenities  of  living  on  campus." 


Trustees  Continue  Trend  By  Approving  Smallest 
Percentage  Tuition  Increase  In  Over  20  Years 

I  he  Board  of  Trustees  on  Feb.  24  approved  a  student  charge  for  1997-98  of  $19,022.  an 
increase  of  4.5  percent  over  the  current  academic  year  —  the  smallest  percentage  increase  since 
the  mid-1970s.  It  marked  the  fourth  consecutive  year  that  the  percentage  increase  has  declined. 
In  addition,  the  trustees  also  approved  the  creation  of  a  $50  student  technology  fee  as  the  college 
continues  to  upgrade  its  computer  network.

College  Presidents,  Deans 

From  Across  South  Carolina 

Learn  Of  PC's  International  Programs

Emily  Tingle  had  never  even  given  it  a 
thought. 

"I  didn'teven  think  I  wanted  to  study  abroad," 
said  Tingle,  a  Presbyterian  College  junior  and 
Laurens  County  native.  "I  knew  that  I  would  have 
to  go  to  summer  school  to  catch  up  with  my 
classes." 

But  Dr.  Ron  Burnside.  professor  of  history 
and  an  advocate  for  study  abroad  opportunities, 
encouraged  and  persuaded.  Last  fall  Tingle  found 
herself  in  China  —  and  her  life  forever  changed. 

"My  semester  in  China  was  one  of  the  best 
experiences  of  my  life."  she  said.  "When  I  got 
back.  I  realized  just  how  much  my  world  shrank.  In 
fact,  I  am  still  learning  things  from  my  China 
experience." 

She  was  just  one  of  the  many  study  abroad 
proponents  who  spoke  about  their  experiences  at 
the  annual  conference  of  the  South  Carolina  Asso- 


ciation of  Colleges  and  Universities,  held  on  PC's 
campus  Jan.  17-18.  The  theme  of  the  two-day 
program  —  which  was  attended  by  presidents  and 
chief  academic  officers  from  more  than  30  higher 
education  institutions  in  the  state  —  was  "Exciting 
Opportunities  for  International  Study  and  Re- 
search." 

Dr.  Ron  Dempsey,  PC's  assistant  academic 
dean  who  coordinates  the  college's  studv  abroad

program,  highlighted  some  of  the  unique  opportu- 
nities available  to  students.  In  addition  to  study 
abroad  semesters  in  dozens  of  countries.  PC  stu- 
dents can  participate  in  a  three-week  summer  pro- 
gram at  Oxford  University,  a  three-week  study  of 
the  economics  of  the  Pacific  Rim  nations,  and  the 
biology  department's  "Maymester"  program  that 
has  taken  students  to  the  Galapagos  Islands.  Aus- 
tralia, and  Africa. 

Dempsey  also  highlighted  other  international 
opportunities,  including  faculty  research  abroad 
and  visiting  scholars  who  come  to  campus  each 
year  from  countries  such  as  South  Korea.  India, 
and  Norway. 

The  S.C.  Educational  Television  Network 
provided  a  live  satellite  link  from  PC  to  its  Colum-

bia  headquarters  to  demonstrate  how  international 
networking  capabilities  could  connect  colleges 
worldwide. 

"This  is  a  historic  event  in  higher  education," 
said  Jack  Powers  of  SCETV. 

The  final  panel  discussion  allowed  PC  pro- 
fessors and  students  to  share  their  international 
experiences.  Taking  part,  besides  Tingle  and 
Burnside.  were  religion  instructor  Nicole 
Wilkinson,  sociology  professorCharles  McKelvey, 
and  senior  Chase  Thornton. 

"It  affected  me  personally  and  profession- 
ally." said  Burnside  of  his  1991  sabbatical  spent 
teaching  at  the  University  of  Changchun.  "One 
can't  go  into  a  culture  as  different  as  China  without 
being  affected  by  it.  You  learn  language  and  cul- 
ture, but  we  also  learn  about  ourselves." 

Burnside  uses  his  China  experiences  in  the 
classroom,  including  dressing  in  Chinese  fashion 
and  playing  the  musical  instrument,  the  arhu,  for 
his  students. 

"Being  abroad  helps  you  to  realize  what  we 
take  for  granted."  he  said.  "It  is  good  to  be  re- 
minded of  the  richness  of  cultures,  but  also  as  how 
we  are  all  part  of  the  human  family." 


Wilkinson,  who  taught  in  Thailand  and  at  the 
University  of  Zululand  in  South  Africa,  discussed 
some  of  the  differences  in  teaching  dynamics. 

"Rooms  with  four  walls  is  a  western  con- 
cept," she  said,  "and  not  all  cultures  build  rooms 
with  four  walls.  Being  abroad  is  truly  a  benefit; 
what  an  adventure  it  is  to  conduct  your  life  in  a 
foreign  language  and  in  a  foreign  culture.  Even 
minor  tasks  such  as  buying  stamps  or  going  to  the 
grocery  store  are  a  challenge." 

McKelvey  discussed  the  Third  World  Semi- 
nar class  in  which  students  examine  the  economic, 
political,  social,  and  religious  history  of  Honduras 
and  then  spend  the  spring  break  week  traveling 


extensively  through  the  Central  American  country, 
visiting  inner-city  barrios,  rural  villages,  and  Ameri- 
can-owned businesses. 

"The  weekend  was  very-"  productive,"  said  PC 
President  Ken  Orrofthe  two-day  conference.  "PC's 
international  programs  were  highlighted,  and  1 
think  that  everyone  found  the  weekend  very  in- 
sightful and  informative." 

They  also  began  to  recognize  the  value  of 
studying  in  another  country,  in  another  culture. 

"There  are  countless  places  to  go  and  many 
cultures  to  experience."  Tingle  said.  "I  want  to 
experience  these  other  cultures,  but  I  also  learned 
that  people  are  really  not  that  different." 


To  demonstrate  the 
possibilities  of  international 
communication,  PC's  guests 
took  part  in  a  live  interactive 
lecture  broadcast  from  the 
SCETV  studios  in  Columbia.

A  LIFELONG 
GAME  PLAN 


Ever  since  he  roamed  the  sidelines 

at  the  University  of  Florida  and  the 

University  of  Tennessee  as  the  coach's  son, 

there  has  been  little  doubt  that  Daryl  Dickey 

would  someday  be  a  head  football  coach.

The  coaching  fraternity  can  be  an  odd  lot  at  times,  understood  only  by 
those  who  have  trod  the  sidelines  and  felt  the  pressure  of  a  battle  plan 
that  is  being  tested  by  an  opponent. 
But  it  is  easy  to  stop  and  reflect  when  certain  words  are  used  to 
descibe  an  individual  coach. 
Confident. 
Personable. 
Respected. 

Some  may  think  such  glowing  adjectives  are  reserved  for  a  venerable 
coaching  veteran  like  Lou  Holt/,  who  last  season  coached  Notre  Dame  for  one 
final  time  in  the  shadow  of  the  glittering  golden  dome  at  South  Bend. 

n  this  case,  the  praise  is  reserved  for  a  newcomer  to  the  head 
coaching  fraternity  —  a  man  who  will  step  into  the  shadow  of  another  majestic 
dome  to  begin  a  new  phase  of  his  career  in  September.  As  the  dome  atop  Neville 
Hall  stam  Si  idium,  it  bears  witness  to  the  interwoven  story 

of  a  family  legacy  and  the  tradition  of  Presbyterian  College  football. 
Much  of  the  story,  however,  waits  to  be  written. 


Daryl  Dickey  cordially  extends  a  hand  to  a  visitor  to  his  corner  office  in  the 
Templeton  Physical  Education  Center.  Wearing  a  blue  dress  shirt  and  khakis, 
Dickey  could  easily  pass  for  a  young  attorney  putting  in  overtime  on  a  case. 
Papers  are  stacked  neatly  on  his  desk  and  the  telephone  sits  like  a  trusted  ally  at  his 
right  hand.  The  bustle  of  activity  is  unmistakable  outside  his  door,  but  the  affable 
Dickey  keeps  his  focus  on  the  task  at  hand. 

Such  is  a  trait  of  a  good  football  coach. 

Dickey  was  named  Presbyterian  College's  12th  head  football  coach  in 
December  following  an  exhaustive  search  by  Director  of  Athletics  Allen  Morris 
and  a  search  committee.  That  group's  task  was  neither  a  simple  nor  an  envious 
one  —  find  the  man  who  could  lead  the  Blue  Hose  program  back  to  the  promi- 
nence it  last  enjoyed  in  the  mid-1980s  while  maintaining  the  quality  of  student- 
athletes  produced  at  PC. 

Morris  is  convinced  that  Dickey  is  the  right  man  for  the  job. 

"The  first  thing  that  struck  me  was  the  excellent  experience  he  had  gained  at 
the  Division  I  level."  Morris  said.  "He  has  played  for  and  coached  with  some  of 
the  truly  outstanding  college  football  coaches  in  the  country.  1  also  felt  that  Daryl 
could  bring  in  an  excellent  staff  and  he  has  done  that.  And  I  thought  that  his 
personality  would  allow  Daryl  to  relate  well  with  the  other  coaches  and  staff  in  the 
athletic  department,  with  the  faculty  and  staff  on  campus,  and  finally  with  the 
community . 

"There  were  two  major  questions  I  had  when  interviewing  Daryl:  whether  he 
would  understand  and  adhere  to  the  academic  mission  of  the  college:  and  whether 
he  would  understand  the  selective  admissions  process  we  have  at  Presbyterian 
College.  We  talked  about  both  at  length  during  his  interview,  and  I  felt  he 
understood  both  very  clearly  from  the  beginning.  He  has  proven  so  far  that  he  not 
only  understands  both,  but  that  he  is  committed  to  them." 

As  the  search  committee  toiled  with  the  difficult  task  of  finding  the  right 
head  football  coach  for  Presbyterian  College.  Dickey  was  faced  with  a  major 
decision  of  his  own.  He  had  carved  a  niche  as  an  NCAA  Division  1  assistant 
coach,  one  who  relates  well  to  players  and  other  coaches,  and  one  whose  teachings 
bear  results. 
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What  Daryl  Dickey  learned  from 


But  taking  on  head  coaching  responsibilities  is  another  matter  —  a  challenge 
which  some  assistants  choose  never  to  meet.  Dickey,  however,  has  never  been  one  to 
back  away  from  challenges.  He  simply  prefers  to  look  at  them  as  opportunities. 

"I  think  the  timing  was  very  good.  You're  always  looking  for  opportunities  to 
further  your  career  and  to  make  the  right  decisions  at  the  right  time.  At  this  point  in 
my  career,  this  position  creates  a  very  interesting  opportunity  for  me."  Dickey  said.  " 
was  impressed  with  all  aspects  of  the  job  and  Presbyterian  College,  from  Coach 
(Allen)  Morris  and  the  search  committee  to  everyone 
else  1  met.  It  was  apparent  to  me  that  this  is  a  first- 
class  institution  with  first-class  people. 

"(As  a  head  coach)  I  just  want  to  be  myself  — 
short-term  and  long-term.  I  want  to  be  someone 
whom  the  players  enjoy  being  around  and  playing  for. 
I'd  like  to  be  known  as  a  person  of  integrity  and 
respected  by  my  peers. . .  not  only  strategically,  but 
also  personally.  I  think  that's  important.  I'd  also  like 
to  be  known  as  a  winner,  not  only  in  wins  and  losses, 
but  also  as  a  person." 

Football  experience  has  never  been  a  problem 
for  Dickey. 

Doug  Dickey.  Daryl' s  father,  was  the  head 
football  coach  at  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  the 
University  of  Florida  while  his  five  children  were 
growing  up.  The  opportunity  to  mingle  with  All- 
Americas  and  future  National  Football  League  players 
was  sure  to  make  an  impact  on  any  youngster.  It 
certainly  was  not  lost  on  young  Daryl  Dickey. 

"Coaching  has  always  been  in  my  blood.  I've 
always  been  around  it.  When  my  dad  was  the  head 
coach  at  Florida  and  then  at  Tennessee  and  I  was  able 
to  be  around  those  teams,  it  was  special  because  that's 
what  I  loved  doing,"  he  said.  "I  think  I'm  fortunate  to 
be  in  a  profession  that  I've  grown  up  in.  always  been 
around,  and  love  being  a  part  of." 

Today,  as  the  director  of  athletics  at  the 
University  of  Tennessee.  Doug  Dickey  speaks  with 
pride  about  what  his  son  has  accomplished.  He  isn't 
certain  that  being  around  those  great  players  and  teams 
was  what  turned  a  young  boy  toward  the  coaching 
profession,  but  he  knows  that  success  in  any 
profession  depends  on  personal  skills  as  much  as 
professional  skills. 

His  son,  he  says  with  pride,  has  both. 

"I  don't  think  anyone  really  knows  what  their 
career  path  will  be  until  they  get  into  high  school  and 
then  college,  but  of  our  four  boys,  Daryl  was  always 
the  most  popular  with  the  younger  kids."  he  said.  "He  always  found  a  way  to  spend 
some  time  with  them  and  was  almost  a  hero  to  the  high  school  kids.  Those  people 
skills  are  important  in  coaching,  and  there  has  always  been  something  about  Daryl  that 
people  gravitate  toward. 

"1  think  getting  into  coaching  was  the  right  thing  for  Daryl.  I've  always 
considered  him  to  be  a  good  teacher  and  he  has  good  football  savvy.  Things  don't

His  work  ethic  was  tremendous.  He  was  very- 
dedicated  not  only  to  the  game,  hut  also  to  the 
people  he  was  associated  with.

always  go  your  way,  and  he's  had  to  face  some  tough  situations  as  an  assistant 
coach,  but  the  way  he  has  handled  himself  and  those  situations  impressed  me.  As  he 
begins  his  head  coaching  career.  I'm  very  proud  and  happy  for  him.  I  think  he  has 
the  people  skills  to  relate  to  the  players,  the  families,  the  faculty,  and  the  administra- 
tion. And  any  head  coach  learns  quickly  that  you  have  to  be  confident.  Daryl  is 
both  confident  and  genuine." 

The  coaching  bloodline  runs  deep  in  the  Dickey  family.  Daryl's  oldest  brother 
was  a  graduate  assistant  on  his  father's  staff  at  the 
University  of  Florida.  Another  brother  chose  a 
career  path  as  a  high  school  coach.  Daryl,  however, 
appears  poised  to  follow  most  closely  in  his  father's 
footsteps. 

The  MVP  of  his  high  school  team  during  his 
junior  and  senior  seasons,  he  led  Fairview  High 
School  to  a  Colorado  state  championship  and  was 
named  second  team  all-state  the  following  year.  At 
the  University  of  Tennessee,  however,  he  red-shirted 
in  1982  and  then  found  himself  as  a  backup 
quarterback  to  the  gifted  Tony  Robinson. 

Understanding  his  role  on  the  team,  Dickey 
began  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  his  coaching  career 
by  observing  the  coaching  staff  in  action  and 
learning  the  skills  of  a  successful  coach:  teaching, 
preparation,  time  management,  and  public  relations. 
The  healthy  dose  of  humility  is  self-inflicted. 
"I  didn't  have  a  lot  of  a  success  as  a  player.  I 
only  played  in  eight  college  football  games,  but  1 
was  fortunate  to  be  surrounded  by  a  tremendous 
football  team,"  he  said.  "If  anything  set  me  apart. 
it's  that  I  was  a  good  team  player  because  I  was  not 
a  great  individual  player.  But  throughout  my  college 
career.  I  knew  I  was  going  to  eventually  be  a 
football  coach,  so  it  was  really  on-the-job  training 
for  me.  I  learned  a  lot  being  a  player  because  I  was 
able  to  watch  the  coaches  —  how  they  got  points 
across  and  how  they  taught  the  game,  not  only  on 
the  field  but  also  in  the  classroom." 

The  one  trait  that  prepared  Dickey  for  his  senior 
season  was  preparation. 

He  was  pressed  into  action  midway  through  his 
senior  season  at  Tennessee  in  1985.  answering  the 
call  and  leading  the  Volunteers  to  an  unbeaten  mark 
the  rest  of  the  season.  After  helping  Tennessee 
defeat  Miami  in  the  Sugar  Bowl.  Dickey  closed  his 
collegiate  career  by  being  named  the  game's  Most 
Valuable  Player. 
All  humility  aside.  Dickey  led  the  Southeastern  Conference  in  passing 
efficiency  during  his  senior  season,  completing  nearly  65  percent  of  his  passes. 
Although  scouts  may  have  warned  opponents  to  beware  of  Dickey's  intelligence  and 
running  skills,  he  still  passed  for  1,161  yards  and  10  touchdowns  in  his  final  season. 
His  senior  season  performance  caught  the  attention  of  pro  scouts,  and  he  spent 
part  of  the  next  year  with  the  San  Diego  Chargers  in  the  NFL  and  the  Memphis 
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Showboats  in  the  United  States  Football  League  before  returning  to  Tennessee  as  an 
assistant  coach  under  Johnny  Majors.  The  opportunity  to  serve  as  quarterback  coach 
under  Bobby  Bowden  at  Florida  State  University  soon  presented  itself.  That  assignment 
was  followed  in  1990  by  a  call  from  Bill  Currv  at  the  University  of 


Kentucky,  for  whom  Dickey  served  as  offensive  coordinator. 

In  1995.  Dickey  made  his  final  stop  as  an  assistant  coach  —  Georgia  Southern 
University.  The  Eagles,  who  had  claimed  four  NCAA  Division  I-AA  Championships 
during  the  past  decade,  had  struggled  to  find  a  head  coach  to  replace  the  legendary 


THOSE  OLD  MEMORIES  CAME  BACK' 


When  the  1997  Blue  Hose  football  team  enters  Bailey  Stadium 
this  fall,  a  familiar  face  will  be  on  the  PC  sideline.  In  fact, 
perhaps  no  one  has  as  many  ties  to  the  PC  football  program 
during  the  past  decade  as  Harold  Nichols. 
Nichols  played  for  the  Blue  Hose,  coached  tinder  Elliott  Poss  and  John 
Perry,  and  after  a  stint  at  Georgia  Southern  University,  now  returns  to  PC  as 
an  assistant  on  Daryl  Dickey's  1997  coaching  staff.  For  Nichols,  this  is  a 
homecoming  well  worth  the  wait. 

"When  the  opportunity  arose,  all  those  old  memories  came  back  —  the 
positive  experiences  I  had  as  a  player  and  as  a  young  coach  when  I 
graduated.  I  know  the  quality  of  the  people  here  and  the  commitment  they 
have  to  the  athletic  program,''  Nichols  said.  "I  realize  what  a  big 
influence  this  school  has  had  on  my  life.  People  like  Cally  Gault. 
Bob  Strock,  and  Elliott  Poss  have  influenced  some  decisions  I've 
made  in  my  life  —  not  only  in  coaching,  but  also  in  my  personal 
life.  A  place  like  Presbyterian  College  offers  you  those  types  of 
opportunities,  and  it's  a  pleasure  for  me  to  be  back,  to  see  familiar 
faces,  and  to  have  the  opportunity  to  contribute. 

"Every  college  and  university  across  the  country  has 
classrooms,  buildings,  practice  fields,  and  weight  rooms,  but  I 
think  it's  the  quality  of  the  people  you  deal  with  that's  important. 
I  know  from  experience  that  the  people  here  at  PC  create  an 
environment  that  is  conducive  to  learning,  building  morals,  and 
building  the  character  that  it  takes  to  survive  in  the  world.  The 
caring  nature  provided  at  this  institution  is  second  to  none  in  my 
book." 

Nichols,  a  1990  Presbyterian  College  graduate,  may  be 
remembered  by  Blue  Hose  fans  as  the  quarterback  who  stepped  in 
when  Scotty  Mozingo  was  injured  during  PC's  1987  second- 
round  NAIA  playoff  game  at  Pittsburg  (Kansas)  State.  Although  the  Blue 
Hose  lost  that  game,  it  catapulted  Nichols  into  the  starting  role  for  the  next 
two  season. 

A  walk-on.  Nichols  had  exceeded  all  expectations  by  working  his  way 
into  the  starting  role.  Recognized  as  a  player  with  average  talent,  his 
intelligence  and  hard  work  made  him  an  above-average  quarterback.  He 
established  a  school  record  for  passing  yards  and  completions  during  his 
on.  when  he  connected  on  146  passes  for  1,898  yards. 

imilar  to  another  former  quarterback  on  the  current  Blue 
>ach  Daryl  Dickey, 

1    highl)  recruited  quarterback  out  of  high  school  and 
his  career,  but  he  played  a  good  bit  his  last  two 
1  wall  ed  on  at  PC.  played  scout  team  for  two 


years,  and  had  to  be  more  of  a  student  of  the  game  than  someone  who  is  just  a 
gifted  athlete . . .  someone  for  whom  it  comes  naturally.  Daryl  was  in  the  same 
situation."  Nichols  said.  "When  I  look  back  on  my  career  at  PC.  it's  gratifying 
to  know  that  I  was  able  to  play  quarterback  and  break  some  records.  But  it's 
even  more  gratifying  to  look  back  on  all  the  hard  work  I  put  in  to  get  to  that 
point.  In  life,  the  things  that  are  worth  having  are  worth  working  for.  That's  the 
biggest  thing  1  learned  here,  and  I  think  it  was  the  same  for  Daryl  at  Tennessee." 
A  political  science  major  at  PC,  Nichols  planned  to  enter  a  career  with  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  and  then  attempt  to  land  a  job  with  the  Secret 
Service.  However,  the  lure  of  the  coaching  profession  was  strong,  and  when 
Poss  offered  Nichols  a  chance  to  remain  at  PC  on  the  coaching  staff  for  the  1990 

season,  Nichols  accepted. 

When  Poss  stepped  down 
as  the  PC  head  coach 
following  that  season,  Nichols 
remained  on  John  Perry's  staff 
for  the  1991  season.  He  made 
the  difficult  decision  to  leave 
his  alma  mater  the  following 
season  and  landed  at  Georgia 
Southern  University.  Three 
years  later.  Dickey  arrived  at 
GSU  from  the  University  of 
Former  PC  quarterback     Kentucky,  and  the  two  worked  closely  on  the  Eagle  offense. 
Harold  Nichols  is  thrilled  Wnen  he  heard  about  the  head  coaching  vacancy  at  PC. 

Nichols  saw  an  opportunity  . . .  not  for  himself,  but  for  Dickey. 
"Daryl  and  I  had  a  great  working  relationship  at  Georgia 
Southern  and  I  was  able  to  learn  a  lot  about  football  from  him.  as 
well  as  coaching  and  how  to  handle  young  men,"  he  said.  "When 
the  job  came  open  at  Presbyterian  College.  I  didn't  feel  that  I  was  read)  to  take 
on  the  task  of  being  a  head  coach.  But  I  knew  the  qualities  it  takes  to  be  the 
head  coach  at  an  institution  like  this,  and  I  knew  that  Daryl  would  be  a  perfect 
fit." 

Dickey  doesn't  hesitate  to  toss  praise  Nichols'  way.  calling  him  "a 
tremendous  young  football  coach  who  is  well-rounded  in  a  lot  of  different 
ways."  Those  are  words  many  colleagues  would  have  used  to  describe  Dickey 
himself  a  few  years  ago  as  he  worked  his  way  up  the  coaching  ladder. 
And  Nichols'  own  desires  to  be  a  head  coach  someday? 
"Sure,  it's  a  goal  of  mine."  he  said.  "I  think  that's  the  goal  of  any  assistant 
coach  coming  up  through  the  ranks.  I  still  have  a  lot  of  football  and  people  skills 
left  to  learn,  but  1  hope  I've  grown  as  a  coach  in  the  eight  years  I've  been  doing 
this.  I've  learned  from  a  lot  of  good  people."  -  steve  owens 


to  be  back  at  PC. 
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Erk  Russell.  Dickey  found  himself  as  offensive  coordinator  and  quarterback  coach 
under  Tim  Stowers  in  1995  and  then  interim  head  coach  Frank  Ellwood  in  1996. 

Despite  a  4-7  campaign  which  included  the  dubious  distinction  of  facing  both 
NCAA  Division  I  champion  Florida  and  NCAA  Division  I-AA  champion  Marshall, 
the  Eagle  offense,  under  Dickey's  direction,  averaged  nearly  400  yards  of  total 
offense  per  game. 

At  the  age  of  35,  Dickey  was  convinced  that  it  was  time  to  gather  his  collective 
experiences  and  test  his  mettle  as  a  head  coach. 

Enter  Presbyterian  College. 

"I've  learned  in  a  short  period  of  time  that  it's  not  where  you  work,  but  who 
you  work  for  that's  important.  I've  worked  for  some  very  good  football  coaches 
during  my  career,  and  I've  also  been  in  some  tough  situations.  I've  learned  a  lot  from 
both  situations."  Dickey  said.  "Whether  it's  a  big  school  or  a  small  school,  I  think 
that's  irrelevant.  When  I  put  the  whistle  around  my  neck,  put  my 
coaching  shoes  on.  and  go  out  on  the  field,  football  is  football. 
It's  like  we  tell  our  recruits,  when  you  step  onto  the  football  field. 
it  doesn't  matter  where  you  play  or  who  you're  playing  as  long  as 
you  do  the  best  you  can. 

"I  think  it's  inevitable,  being  around  different  institutions 
and  personalities,  to  pick  up  their  ways  of  handling  things.  When 
it's  time  to  formulate  your  own  programs  and  ideals,  you 
certainly  draw  from  those  experiences.  I'd  like  to  think  I  learned 
a  great  deal  from  each  of  the 
coaches  I  was  around  and  will 
be  able  to  apply  a  good  bit  of 
what  they  taught  me." 

Since  arriving  at  PC 
right  before  Christmas, 
Dickey's  toughest  opponent 
has  been  time.  He  quickly 
assembled  a  full-time 
coaching  staff  from  those 
whom  he  knew  shared  his 
philosophy  and  work  ethic: 

•  Harold  Nichols,  a 

1990  PC  graduate  who  served  as  the  recruiting  coordinator  and 
running  backs  coach  at  Georgia  Southern  University  in  1996; 

•  Todd  Kirk,  a  1987  graduate  of  the  University  of  Tennessee  and  a  former 
Volunteer  center.  He  served  as  the  offensive  line  coach  and  strength  coach  at 
University  of  Tennessee-Martin  last  season; 

•  Tommy  Spangler,  a  1983  graduate  of  the  University  of  Georgia  and  defensive 
coordinator  at  Georgia  Southern  University  for  the  last  five  seasons. 

•  Mark  Speir,  a  1990  graduate  of  Clemson  University  and  a  Western  Carolina 
University  assistant  coach  for  the  past  six  seasons; 

•  Charles  Arrington,  a  1988  graduate  of  Guilford  College,  who  was  retained 
from  last  year's  Blue  Hose  staff. 

"Anyone  who  has  the  opportunity  to  lead  an  organization  has  a  short  list  of  the 
people  he'd  like  to  help  him  run  that  organization,"  Dickey  said.  "Before  I  even  came 
to  Presbyterian  College  to  discuss  the  job.  I  had  formulated  a  list  of  people  I  wanted 
to  come  with  me  if  the  opportunity  presented  itself.  I  was  very  fortunate  to  get  all  of 
those  individuals  and  those  who  were  on  PC's  list.  We've  put  together  an  outstand- 
ing coaching  staff.  There's  no  question  about  that.  These  are  coaches  who  are  able 
to  teach  the  game,  who  stand  for  what  football  is  about,  and  are  good  family  men." 

The  next  challenge,  in  addition  to  learning  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the 


returning  Blue  Hose  team,  was  attempting  to  catch  up  to  other  schools  which  had 
already  begun  recruiting  high  school  seniors.  Dickey  and  his  staff  relied  heavily  on 
high  school  coaches  in  South  Carolina  to  identify  prospective  Blue  Hose  players. 
Dickey  is  encouraged  by  the  results. 

"Considering  the  start  we  got.  I  think  we've  had  a  tremendous  recruiting  year 
and  have  accomplished  some  objectives."  he  said.  "We  weren't  quite  as  position- 
specific  this  year  because  we  didn't  have  a  lot  of  time  to  evaluate  the  football  team, 
but  we  have  some  outstanding  student-athletes  coming  to  Presbyterian  College  this 
fall.  It's  going  to  be  a  solid  class." 

Entering  spring  drills  on  March  20,  the  Dickey  era  had  clearly  arrived  at 
Presbyterian  College.  For  Dickey  and  the  Blue  Hose  staff,  spring  practice  is  a 
chance  to  step  beyond  its  work  with  individual  players  and  see  a  team  on  the  field 
for  the  first  time. 

And  what  can  fans  expect 
when  the  Blue  Hose  line  up  for 
the  1997  season?  A 
fumblerooski  from  the  playbook 
of  Bobby  Bowden?  The 
diversity  of  a  Johnny  Majors 
attack'1 

Dickey  only  grins  at  the 
notion,  keeping  the  cards  close 
to  his  chest. 

Optimism  is  sparked  by  the 
bulk  of  a  strong  PC  defensive 
unit  returning  this  season. 
Dickey,  who  will  serve  as 
offensive  coordinator,  hopes  to 
replace  some  key  skill  positions 
on  offense  to  cause  headaches  for  opposing  defenses. 
Finding  the  right  personnel  and  teaching  them  a  new 
system,  he  said,  will  be  the  keys. 

"I'd  like  to  think  we're  going  to  have  a  '90s  style 
of  play.  Offensively.  I'd  like  for  us  to  be  as  multiple  as 
we  can  because  that's  what  creates  problems  for 
defenses.  But  you  can't  go  so  far  as  to  leave  gaps  in 
your  system  because  defensive  coaches  are  paid  to  find  those  gaps  and  exploit 
them,"  Dickey  said.  "You  have  to  be  very  thorough  in  building  these  systems.  As 
the  players  mature  and  the  system  matures,  we'll  be  able  to  do  more  with  it.  But. 
especially  with  the  offensive  system,  we  have  to  be  careful  not  to  go  too  far,  too 
quickly." 

Dickey  knows  that,  win  or  lose,  he  will  be  his  own  worst  critic  —  just  as  he 
was  as  a  player.  However,  when  he  assumed  the  reins  as  quarterback  of  the  1985 
Tennessee  Volunteers,  Dickey  received  some  simple  advice  from  his  father:  "Hang 
in  there ...  do  what  you  have  always  done . . .  play  your  game ...  be  yourself." 

In  Knoxville.  Doug  Dickey  can  reflect  on  that  advice  and  smile.  Then  he  can 
pass  it  along  one  more  time  —  12  years  later.  He  is  a  father  who  has  been  a  part  of 
that  elite  coaching  fraternity,  he  knows  the  pressures  associated  with  being  a  head 
coach,  and  he  will  be  keeping  a  close  watch  as  his  son  assumes  a  legacy. 

"I  told  Daryl  that  he  has  to  do  his  own  thing  and  make  his  own  mark,  but  while 
doing  so  to  be  consistent  in  the  way  he  handles  people."  Doug  Dickey  said.  "Any 
coach  must  be  consistent,  firm,  and  fair.  It's  a  matter  of  developing  confidence  in 
yourself  and  your  players. 

"I  know  Darvl  has  the  skills  to  do  that."

Blue  Hose  Basketball  Players, 
Coaches  Earn  Postseason  Honors 


Iresbyterian  College  posted  a  combined  basketball  mark  of  37-17  during  the  1996-97 
season,  with  numerous  individual  honors  and  a  trip  by  the  men"s  team  to  the  NCAA  Division  II 
national  tournament. 

The  Blue  Hose  men.  coached  by  Gregg  Nibert,  posted  a  20-7  record  for  the  season, 
which  concluded  in  a  76-64  loss  to  Elizabeth  City  (N.C.)  State 
University  in  the  second  round  of  the  NCAA  Division  II 
tournament.  PC.  seeded  second  in  the  South  Atlantic  regional, 
received  a  first-round  bye. 

Nibert  was  named  South  Atlantic  Conference  Coach  of  the 
Year,  and  senior  forward  Ronnie  Cannon  was  named  SAC  Player 
of  the  Year.  He  also  made  All-South  Atlantic  Conference  first 
team,  joined  by  sophomore  center  Eric  Burrow.  It  marked  the 
third  time  that  Cannon  had  been  named  All-SAC.  and  he  was  also 
named  Freshman  of  the  Year  in  1994. 

The  Blue  Hose  women,  under  SAC  Coach  of  the  Year  Beth 
Couture,  compiled  a  17-10  mark  and  was  led  by  senior  guard  Karen  Neeley,  who  was  named 
first-team  All-South  Atlantic  Conference.  Forward  Tonya  Kelley  earned  second-team  honors, 
and  freshman  point  guard  Jill  Neumann  was  named  Freshman  of  the 
Year. 

Cannon  and  Neeley  were  also  named  to  the  1996-97  GTE 
Academic  All-District  III  basketball  teams. 

Neeley.  an  elementary  education  major  from  Taylors.  S.C.. 
who  has  a  3.82  cumulative  grade  point  average,  led  the  Blue  Hose 
women's  team  in  scoring  (14.6  ppg).  assists  (4.0).  steals  (84)  and 
free  throw  percentage  (.833)  and  was  second  in  rebounding  (7.5 
rpg)  and  three-point  percentage  (.357).  She  finishes  her  career  as 
PC's  all-time  steals  leader,  single-game  scoring  record-holder  (38 
points),  a  member  of  the  1,000-point  club  (the  ninth  in  school 
history),  and  the  NCAA  Division  II  all-time  leader  for  steals  in  a  game  (14). 

Cannon,  an  accounting  major  from  Irmo,  S.C.,  who  has  a  3.26  cumulative  grade  point 
average,  led  the  Blue  Hose  men's  team  in  free  throw  percentage  (.710)  and  was  second  in 
scoring  ( 1 1.8  ppg).  rebounding  (7.5  rpg).  and  steals  (49).  This  marked  Cannon's  second 
consecutive  year  as  a  GTE  All-District  selection.

'Physicians  Challenge'  Set 
For  Sports  Medicine  Equipment 

/is  construction  progresses  on  the 
Templeton  Center  expansion  and  sports  medicine 
complex,  a  fund-raising  effort  has  begun  to  help 
equip  the  new  facility. 

While  all  interested  PC  supporters  are  en- 
couraged to  participate,  a  special  emphasis  is  on 
physicians  and  dentists  in  a  "Physicians  Chal- 
lenge" campaign  to  attract  leadership  gifts  of 
$5,000  or  more. 

The  Advancement  Office  has  set  a  goal  of 
$120,000  for  the  "Physicians  Challenge"  cam- 
paign. The  funds  will  be  used  to  purchase  addi- 
tional whirlpools,  an  isokinetic  machine,  and  other 
equipment. 

"Our  athletic  teams  have  been  very  success- 
ful, and  that  success  can  be  directly  related  to  the 
outstanding  job  that  our  head  athletic  trainer. 
Nelson  Jones,  and  his  staff  have  done  in  keeping 
our  student-athletes  healthy  and  available  to  com- 
pete." said  Allen  Morris,  director  of  athletics. 

Jones,  the  first  full-time  certified  trainer  hired 
by  PC.  is  in  his  1 1th  year  of  service  to  Blue  Hose 
athletics.  During  that  time,  12  student  trainers  have 
gone  on  to  become  N.A.T.A  (National  Athletic 
Trainers  Association)  certified  trainers,  licensed 
physical  therapists,  and/or  physicians'  assistants. 

The  sports  medicine  department  has  made 
great  strides  in  the  last  decade,  but  each  year  brings 
new  advancements  in  technology  and  facilities. 
Jones  said.  Five  new  varsity  sports  have  also  been 
added  during  that  time,  bringing  an  additional  100 
student-athletes  into  the  Blue  Hose  program. 

"Our  athletes  deserve  every  advantage  we 
can  give  them  on  and  off  the  field."  Jones  said,  "and 
with  the  addition  of  modern  equipment,  this  will 
give  our  student-athletes  every  possible  edge  in 
competing  at  such  a  high  level.  Our  main  goal  is  to 
give  every  student-athlete  the  opportunity  to  re- 
ceive the  best  possible  medical  care  in  our  own 
facility."

Scottish  Highlander 
Battalion  Removed 
From  Closure  List 

r  V hen  Lt.  Col.  Kirk  Thomas 
arrived  at  Presbyterian  College  in  the 
summer  of  1994.  his  challenge  was  to 
revive  a  struggling  ROTC  program 
and  move  it  off  the  Army's 
endangered  list. 

Now,  as  he  ends  his  third  and 
final  academic  year  as  professor  of 
military  science,  he  faces  a  different 
challenge  —  leaving  an  assignment  that  has  been 
his  most  challenging  and  rewarding,  and  leaving 
a  place  that  has  come  to  be  home. 

"I'll  be  honest,  when  I  got  this  assignment 
I  didn't  even  know  how  to  spell  'ROTC.'"  he 
said  with  a  smile.  "I  did  not  know  where 
Clinton.  S.C.  was.  and  I  had  never  heard  of 
Presbyterian  College.  However,  once  I  got  here. 
I  realized  that  this  is  an  incredible  institution 
with  an  important  mission  of  recruiting,  training 
and  commissioning  the  future  leaders  of  our 
military  and  our  nation." 

For  most  of  its  77-year  history,  ROTC  at 
Presbyterian  College  had  produced 
commissioned  officers  of  outstanding 
quality  and  in  suitable  quantity  to 
justify  the  program's  existence.  But 
several  years  ago,  the  numbers  for 
the  Scottish  Highlander  Battalion 
began  to  drop;  only  nine  graduates 
were  commissioned  from  1993-95. 

"When  I  arrived,  this  program  was  on  a 
glidepath  tor  closure."  Thomas  said.  "It  was  the 
result  of  several  years  of  neglect,  not  only  by  the 
military  cadre  assigned  here,  but  the  Army  was 
not  resourcing  this  program  with  the  required 
number  of  military  personnel  to  be  successful." 

Several  initiatives  began  in  the  fall  of  1994 
to  increase  the  number  of  students  enrolled  in 


ROTC.  An  ROTC  scholarship  incentive 
program  was  proposed  by  Thomas  and  approved 
by  PC  President  Ken  Orr  providing  additional 
financial  assistance  to  ROTC  scholarship 
recipients;  an  ROTC  Alumni  Association  was 
established  and  to  date  has  contributed  more 
than  SI 00.000  to  an  endowed  scholarship  fund; 
and  a  more  aggressive  recruitment  effort  was 
designed  to  increase  participation  on  campus. 

Today,  the  numbers  have  grown  markedly. 
Ten  graduates  were  commissioned  at  Com- 
mencement last  spring,  nine  more  are  scheduled 
for  this  year,  and  17  ROTC  cadets  are  projected

to  be  commissioned  in  1998.  which  would  be  the 
largest  number  since  1989. 

The  most  important  development  in  recent 
months,  however,  was  the  removal  of  PC's  name 
from  a  lengthy  list  of  ROTC  programs  targeted 
for  closure  by  the  U.S.  Army.  Last  fall.  PC 
officials  appealed  the  proposed  closure,  and. 
with  the  assistance  of  Sen.  Strom  Thurmond  (R- 
S.C.),  the  Department  of  the  Army  removed  PC

from  the  list. 

"Only  two  schools  were  removed 
from  that  original  closure  list  of  31 
schools,"  Thomas  said.  "I  think  four 
factors  were  responsible  in  PC's  case: 
one.  an  incredible  77-year  history  of 
service  to  this  nation;  two.  an 
impressive  number  of  decorated 
officers,  including  14  general  officers; 
three,  the  dedication  and  commitment 
of  the  institution  reflected  in  the  facilities  and 
financial  incentives  provided  to  the  ROTC 
department  by  President  Orr;  and  four,  the 
political  friend  that  the  college  has  in  Sen. 
Thurmond." 

Thomas  acknowledges  that  the  Army  needs 
to  discontinue  about  50  ROTC  programs  across 
the  country  as  the  need  for  officers  decreases, 
but  PC,  he  said,  should  not  be  one  of  them. 
"I'm  obviously  biased."  he  said,  "but  I 
believe  that  when  you  opt  for  only  those 
programs  on  the  large  university  campuses,  you 
lose  out  on  the  quality  that  comes  from 

institutions  like  PC  with  a  liberal 
arts  curriculum.  I  think  programs 
such  as  PC's  provide  cadets  with 
that  kind  of  well-rounded 
education,  and  to  lose  that  would 
be  a  detriment  to  the  diversity 
needed  by  the  Army." 
His  next  assignment  will  be  Korea  where 
he  will  be  the  Chief  of  Plans  and  Policy  for 
United  States  Forces.  Korea  (USFK)  and  the 
Eighth  U.S.  Army. 

"I  came  here  begrudgingly,  and  I  certainly 
leave  begrudgingly,"  he  said.  "It's  been  a 
wonderful  environment  for  my  family  and  me. 
and  the  support  of  faculty,  administration,  and 
alumni  is  unequalled  in  ROTC  Cadet  Command."

M.  M.  islory  offers  few  compromises.  A  person  makes  a  pronouncement  in  one  decade, 
and  then  those  very  words  —  tucked  away  in  a  thick,  yellowed  file  folder  —  reappear  nearly 
20  years  later  to  measure  his  actions  and  achievements. 

As  a  candidate  for  the  presidency  of  Presbyterian  College  in  1978. 45-year-old  Ken  Orr 
submitted  his  required  statement  of  educational  philosophy  to  the  13-member  search  committee 
assigned  to  find  a  successor  to  Marc  Weersing,  who  had  announced  his  plans  to  complete  a 
successful  16-year  tenure  a  year  later.  The  one-page  statement  included  this 
closing  paragraph:  Kenneth  B.  Orr, 

The  president  of  Presbyterian  President  of  Presbyterian  College 

College,  by  personal  example,  should  be 


True  To  His  Word 


a  leader  who  can  guide  the  further  development  of  the  academic  community  by  emphasizing 
excellence.  The  president  should  also  be  able  to  hare  a  vision  of  the  future  and  the  capacity  to 
guide  the  institution  carefully  and  prudently  to  achieve  its  goals.  And  the  president  should  be 
one  fully  committed  to  the  unique  mission  of  a 
church-related  college  that  takes  seriously 
its  heritage. 

Empty  rhetoric?  Hollow  platitudes? 
Or  was  this  a  statement  of  substance?  If  given 
the  chance,  would  this  man  be  true  to  these 
words?  He  concluded  with  this  final 
sentence: 

By  training,  experience,  and 
commitment,  I  believe  I  am  equipped 
to  fulfill  this  role  and  provide  this 
quality  of  leadership. 

Over  the  course  of  the  next 
12  months,  the  members  of  the 
search  committee  examined  166 
resumes  and  conducted  numerous  interviews 
with  candidates  and  their  references.  Dr.  Kenneth 
Bradley  Orr  emerged  from  that  process  as  Presbyterian 
College's  15th  president.  The  committee  had  carefully  considered  his  words  and  had  come  to  the  agreement  that  he  did.  indeed,  possess  the  appropriate 
training,  experience,  and  commitment. 

Now,  as  Ken  Orr  prepares  for  his  own  retirement,  those  words  —  written  in  1978  and  preserved  for  history's  sake  —  serve  as  a  worthy  standard  to 
measure  his  18  years  of  accomplishments. 


In  1978,  Ken  Orr  told  the  members  of  the 

search  committee  what  qualities  he  believed  the 

president  of  Presbyterian  College  should  possess. 

They  believed  what  he  said  —  and  nearly  20  years 

later,  he  has  exceeded  all  expectations.

"...A  leader  who  can  guide  the  further  development  of 
the  academic  community  by  emphasizing  excellence . . '.' 

/lppropriately,  the  phrase  begins  with  "leader"  and  ends  in  "excellence"  —  an  apt 
description  of  Ken  Orr  and  his  presidency  at  Presbyterian  College. 

"There  has  always  been  a  feel  for  excellence  in  Ken  and  in  everything  he  does."  says 
Dr.  Lennart  Pearson,  director  of  PC's  Thomason  Library  who  was  a  student  with  Orr  at 
Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Richmond.  Va..  in  the  early  1960s.  "Whether  he  is 
focused  on  students  or  endowment  or  academic  programs  or  making  sure  the  grass  is 
clipped,  he  has  always  looked  for  excellence,  for  the  highest  quality  possible." 
Pearson  was  not  the  only  Union  student  to  recognize  that  attention  to  detail. 
Another  classmate.  Dr.  Doug  Oldenburg,  who  now  serves  as  president  of 
Columbia  Theological  Seminary  in  Decatur,  Ga.,  saw  it  as  well. 
'I  remember  Ken  as  having  a  good  business  mind  and  a  high  level  of  commitment  to 
excellence."  Oldenburg  says.  "He  did  everything  to  a  high  degree." 

Dr.  Will  Neville,  a  1955  graduate  of  PC  who,  like  Orr.  was  entering  seminary  after  a 
stint  in  the  military,  recalls  how  neat  and  orderly  the  desktop  had  to  be  before  Orr  would 
begin  his  studies  —  pens  and  pencils  aligned  and  reference  books  all  in  a  row.  More  than 
35  years  later,  his  may  still  be  one  of  the  most  organized  desktops  of  any  college 
president. 

"What  impressed  me  from  the  moment  I  met  Ken  was  that  he  seemed  so  serious- 
minded."  Neville  says.  "That's  not  to  say  he  didn't  like  to  laugh  —  he  has  a  great  sense  of 
humor  —  but  he  saw  this  (time  in  seminary)  as  the  next  step  in  his  personal  journey,  and 
he  wanted  to  make  the  most  of  it.  That  was  the  manner  in  which  he  approached  every- 
thing. He  and  Janice  invited  me  to  dinner  the  night  they  were  to  announce  their  engage- 
ment; I  recall  how  everything  about  the  evening  was  done  with  such  attentiveness  to 
detail." 

His  teachers  saw  it.  too. 

"He  was  one  of  the  best  students  in  my  class."  recalls  Dr.  James  Mays,  retired  from 
the  Union  faculty  where  he  was  professor  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament.  "Ken  was  more 
mature  than  many  other  students:  he  had  done  some  other  things  before  coming  to 
seminary.  Yes.  he  was  organized  and  disciplined,  but  he  also  impressed  me  with  his 
good  ideas." 

By  the  time  he  arrived  at  Presbyterian  College  in  July  of  1979.  Orr  had  moved 
through  numerous  administrative  assignments  and  demonstrated  an  energetic  style  of 
leadership  —  first  as  a  vice  president  at  Union  Seminary  and.  from  1974-79,  as 
president  of  the  Presbyterian  School  of  Christian  Education,  also  in  Richmond.  Only 
four  PC  professors  —  all  of  whom  had  studied  at  Union  —  knew  first-hand  of  his 
considerable  abilities,  but  it  did  not  take  long  for  other  faculty  members  to 
recognize  his  skills  as  a  leader. 

Even  in  the  many  professional  organizations  in  which  he  was  a  member,  Orr's 
talents  would  inevitably  propel  him  to  the  forefront. 
"Dr.  Orr  has  always  exhibited  tremendous  leadership  in  the  South  Atlantic

Conference,"  says  Doug  Echols.  SAC  commissioner  since  the  all-sports  conference  was 
founded.  "The  quality  I've  seen  from  him  consistently  is  his  insistence  on  doing  things  the 
right  way  for  the  right  reasons.  Time  and  again,  that  core  value  has  been  demonstrated. 
He  doesn't  want  to  take  shortcuts  and  sidestep  the  key  issues;  he's  going  to  take  the  high 
road  each  and  every  time."

Signs  of  leadership  surfaced  early  in  Ken  Orr's  life:  an  honor  student  in  the 
Charlotte,  N.C..  public  schools:  an  energetic  participant  in  various  youth  activities  at  his 
church:  an  all-city  lineman  on  a  powerful  Central  High  School  football  team  and  recipient 
of  the  Christian  Athlete  Award  in  his  senior  year:  and  a  dedicated  Boy  Scout  who  earned 
the  Eagle  rank  at  the  age  of  15. 

Colleagues  speak  of  Orr's  "gift"  or  "talent"  for  leadership,  but  he  shies  away  from 
using  such  terms,  preferring  to  say  that  he  first  became  aware  of  his  "interest  in  leadership 
responsibilities"  as  a  Boy  Scout.  He  points  to  five  summers  spent  on  the  staff  at  Camp 
Steere,  the  last  two  in  which  he  served  as  program  director  and  assistant  camp  director 
while  still  in  his  teens. 

"I  guess  the  experience  I  had  in  scouting  was  probably  the  first  time  I  became 
identified  in  any  way  as  being  in  a  leadership  role."  Orr  says. 

But  he  was  only  recognizing  what  friends  and  teachers  had  already  discovered 
years  earlier.  CD.  "Dick"  Spangler.  who  steps  down  this  year  after  serving  as  president 
of  the  University  of  North  Carolina,  grew  up  just  a  few  blocks  from  the  Orr  family  and 
spent  many  a  day  playing  with  his  friend.  Kenneth,  in  nearby  Latta  Park. 

"Kenneth  Orr  and  I  were  in  the  first  grade  together."  Spangler  says.  "We  learned  to 
read  in  the  same  room:  we  learned  to  write  in  the  same  room.  Our  first  grade  teacher  was 
named  Harriet  Orr  (no  relation),  and  I  believed  she  recognized  Kenneth's  uniqueness.  He 
was  a  leader  from  the  very  first  day  of  school.  I  didn't  know  what  leadership  was  at  that 
age,  but  he  had  it.  What  I  did  know  was  that  the  rest  of  us  would  follow  Kenneth's 
suggestions  —  and  often  did." 

Although  admittedly  uncomfortable  when  discussing  his  leadership  skills,  Orr  will 
point  to  many  role  models  within  his  own  family.  His  father.  Frank,  was  a  successful 
attorney,  when,  as  Spangler  describes  it,  "Charlotte  was  of  the  size  that  everybody  would 
know  who  the  good  lawyers  were."  and  his  mother.  Kate,  was  an  active  church  and 
community  volunteer  who.  Spangler  says,  "never  missed  a  P.T.A.  meeting."  Their 
examples  were  augmented  by  other  family  members,  including  an  uncle.  Dr.  Will  W. 
Orr.  who  served  as  president  of  Westminster  College,  a  Presbyterian-related 
institution  located  in  Pennsylvania. 

Ken  Orr's  time  in  high  school  focused  on  academics,  church,  and  sports  —  but  no 
student  government  presidency,  no  major  service  club  office. 

"Charlotte  Central  was  big-time  football  back  in  those  days."  he  recalls,  "and  it 
seemed  like  we  played  all  year  round.  To  be  honest,  I  was  so  busy  with  sports  in  high 
school  that  I  never  really  had  any  chance  to  get  involved  in  extracurricular  activities." 

So,  despite  scholarship  offers  to  play  football  at  several  small  colleges  —  including, 
ironically,  one  Presbyterian  College  in  Clinton.  S.C.  —  Orr  chose  to  retire  his  shoulder 
pads,  helmet,  and  cleats  at  the  conclusion  of  his  senior  season  in  high  school,  which 
included  being  named  to  Charlotte's  prestigious  City  All-Star  team.  He  enrolled  at  Duke 
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University  in  the  fall  of  1950.  and  —  over  the  course  of  the  next  four  years  —  became  one  of  the  most  respected  leaders  on  the  Durham.  N.C..  campus.  He 
served  as  president  of  the  YMCA,  and  was  elected  to  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  leadership  fraternity.  Order  of  Red  Friars  (made  up  of  the  seven  top  seniors  in 
each  graduating  class),  and  Who's  Who  Among  Students  in  American  Colleges  and  Universities. 

By  now,  there  was  no  denying  it  —  this  was  more  than  just  an  "interest  in  leadership  responsibilities."  Ken  Orr  did.  indeed,  possess  a  gift  for  leading 
others. 

Harriet  Orr  and  those  first-grade  classmates  at  Dilworth  Elementary  School  had  known  it  all  along.

of  vision'  rather  than  a  visionary,  because  he's  a  person 
who  can  deal  with  what's  on  his  desk  right  now  while 
still  thinking  five  or  10  years  in  the  future,"  says 
Stallworth,  one  of  the  four  PC  faculty  members  who  had 
met  Orr  while  doing  graduate  study  at  Union  Seminary 
in  the  1960s. 

"The  outstanding  college  presidents  I've  seen  are  the  ones  who  have  that  ability  to  envision  what's  down  the  road,  but  at  the  same  time  stay  in  touch 
with  where  they  are  at  the  moment,"  he  says.  "Ken  has  mastered  that  balance  as  well  as  anybody  I've  ever  met." 

James  Mays  saw  it  first-hand  when  his  former  student  returned  to  Union  as  an  assistant  to  the  president  in  1964.  Mays  served  as  editor  of  Interpreta- 
tion, a  noted  scholarly  journal  of  Bible  and  theology,  and  he  recruited  the  Duke  business  major  to  serve  as  associate  editor. 

"I  talked  Ken  into  coming  in  as  the  business  manager,  and  he  quickly  assessed  what  could  be  done  with  an  aggressive  advertising  strategy."  Mays 
recalls.  "He  had  to  persuade  me.  but  we  did  it.  and  he  was  right.  The  journal  went  from  3,000  paid  subscriptions  to  15,000." 

Orr  has  always  dreamed  big  dreams.  Even  as  he  has  efficiently  dealt  with  the  work  neatly  arranged  on  his  orderly  desktop,  he  has  displayed  a  creativity 
coupled  with  a  pragmatic  plan  of  execution.  While  theorist  George  Keller  was  writing  his  now-famous  1983  manifesto.  "Academic  Strategy:  the  Manage- 
ment Revolution  in  American  Higher  Education,"  Orr  had  already  employed  effective  strategic  planning  methodology  —  first  at  PSCE  and  then  at 
Presbyterian  College. 

His  18  years  at  PC  have  been  marked  by  three  long-range  plans:  "Educating  for  Excellence."  which  guided  the  college  from  1981-86;  "Building  from 
Strength,"  the  administrative  plan  for  the  years  1987-92  which  served  as  the  blueprint  for  the  S38.5  million  fund-raising  campaign  of  the  same  name:  and 
"Refining,  Enriching.  Extending:  Presbyterian  College's  Agenda  for  the  Mid-Nineties,"  which  charted  the  administrative  course  from  1993-97. 

From  these  plans  have  come  ambitious  objectives  for  new  buildings,  academic  programs,  and  exciting  innovations  in  church-related  higher  education 
—  and  from  these  objectives  have  come  remarkable  results. 

As  an  associate  professor  of  economics  and  business  administration.  Dr.  Suzanne  Smith  appreciates  the  planning  and  implementation  skills  that  propel 
chief  executives  to  the  top  rung  of  corporate  America.  But  as  a  freshman  at  PC  in  the  spring  of  1979.  she  was  just  one  of  many  students  wondering  how  this 
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new  president  would  replace  their  beloved  Marc  Weersing. 

"I  remember  that  everybody  loved  Dr.  Weersing,  and  we  thought  that  nobody  could  match  his  friendliness  and  his  way  with  students."  she  says. 
"But  we  quickly  discovered  that  Dr.  Orr  had  his  own  style,  and  he  brought  to  PC  a  strategic  vision  for  strengthening  our  academic  and  cultural  programs 
and  expanding  our  facilities." 

She  appreciated  his  abilities  even  ^^^^^^^^^ 

more  when,  as  a  faculty  member,  she 
served  on  the  planning  committee  for  Orr's 
third  long-range  plan,  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  1993. 

"I  saw  very  clearly  that  he  had  his 
own  vision  for  the  college,  he  communi- 
cated it  well,  and  he  did  a  good  job  of 
bringing  others  on  board  to  share  in  that 
vision  and  accomplish  the  various 
objectives  that  the  plan  set  forth,"  Smith 
says. 

Not  only  did  these  strategic  plans 
help  turn  much  of  Orr's  vision  for  PC  into 

reachable  goals  and.  eventually,  into  very  real  achievements,  but  they  propelled  the  college  ahead  —  each  success  motivating  faculty  and  administrators 
to  dream  even  grander  dreams  for  Presbyterian  College.  Especially  Ken  Orr. 

"During  the  mid  to  late  1980s  I  had  a  number  of  opportunities  (from  other  institutions)  that  seemed  interesting  and  enticing,  and  I  looked  into  a 
couple  of  those,  but  I  just  did  not  feel  the  challenge  there  that  I  felt  was  still  here."  Orr  says.  "I  was  excited  about  the  various  advances  that  we  were 
making,  so  I  thought,  'Why  go  start  over  again  somewhere  else?  Why  not  build  on  the 
momentum  that  we  have  going  here?'  I  just  never 
saw  any  other  opportunity 
as  appealing  as  what 


At  various  times  during  his  10  years  as  an  administrator  at  Union  Seminary,  Ken  Orr  worked  in 
fund-raising  and  development,  admissions,  alumni  and  constituent  relations,  information  services, 
and  public  relations  and  publications.  It  was  in  that  last  area  that  he  enjoys  a  good  laugh  on 
himself.  "Everybody  in  public  relations  has  a  gaffe  they  never  forget,"  he  says.  "In  my  case  it  came 
in  one  of  the  first  publications  I  put  out.  I  had  this  article  about  the  fact  that  there  was  an  increase 
in  alumni  giving,  and  the  headline  I  wrote  said:  'Alumni  Giving  Up.'  I  got  a  whole  lot  of  letters 
back  from  these  guys  saying,  'You  know,  it's  tough  out  here,  but  we're  not  giving  up!'"

irlake  no  mistake.  Ken  Orr  holds  firmly  to  the  Presbyterian  Church's 
commitment  to  the  integration  of  faith  and  learning.  As  a  young  minister,  he  gravitated  toward  Christian  higher  education,  and  today,  at  the  age  of  64 
with  more  than  30  years  invested  in  that  endeavor,  he  still  endorses  the  residential,  church-related  liberal  arts  institution. 

"I  think  the  'spirit  of  PC  as  Ben  Hammet  called  it  in  his  book,  is  a  view  of  education  that  is  holistic;  it's  concerned  not  only  with  the  development 
of  the  mind,  but  is  concerned  with  the  full  development  of  the  individual,"  Orr  says.  "That  occurs  for  a  lot  of  students  in  this  particular  setting.  It  seems 
to  me  that  it's  a  view  of  education  which  is  related  to  a  sense  of  the  purpose  of  life,  and  that's  why  it  seems  to  me  that  the  motto  of  PC  —  'While  we 
live,  we  serve'  —  is  so  well  embraced  here. 

"Life  is  not  meant  to  be  lived  simply  for  the  expression  of  one's  own  needs,  but  is  meant  to  be  lived  as  a  way  of  serving  and  assisting  in  the  well-

being  of  others." 

A  church-related,  liberal  arts  education.  Orr  has  often  said,  is  not  intended  to  teach  young  people  how  to  make  a  living:  rather,  it  teaches  them  how  to 
make  a  life. 

"It's  been  said  many  times  during  Ken's  tenure  here,  that  we  sort  of  typify  what  a  Presbyterian  liberal  arts  college  is  supposed  to  be."  Stallworth  says. 
"So  many  of  them  have  gone  in  so  many  other  directions  —  they've  backed  away,  they've  given  up.  I  think  Ken's  been  very  influential  in  keeping  that 
connection  to  the  church  up  front." 

His  personal  commitment  to  the  church  grew  from  deep  family  roots.  His  grandfather.  Dr.  W.W.  Orr.  was  an  Associate  Reformed  Presbyterian  minister 
who  once  headed  a  private  academy  in  North  Carolina.  Two  uncles  and  three  cousins  also  preceded  him  into  the  ministry  —  including  his  uncle.  Will,  the 
former  Westminister  College  president.  His  father  was  a  Presbyterian  elder,  and  his  mother  was  also 
a  dedicated  church  leader.  By  his  own  estimation,  "we  went  to  church  every  Sunday  morning  and 
every  Sunday  evening." 

Still.  Ken  Orr  had  all  intentions  of  pursuing  a  business  career,  and  he  actually  spent  the  first 
eight  months  after  his  graduation  from  Duke  as  a  sales  representative  for  Proctor  &  Gamble  —  as 
he  tells  it.  "selling  soap  all  over  upper  South  Carolina."  But  he  was  called  to  active  duty  in  the  U.S. 
Air  Force  in  February  of  1955.  and  it  was  during  his  two-year  stint  in  the  service  that  he  began  to 

think  about  the  ministry.

Harkening  back  to  his  days  as  an  all-star  football 
player  at  Charlotte  Central  High  School,  Ken  Orr 
has  held  a  special  place  for  athletics,  and  one 
person  who  has  really  appreciated  his  perspective 
is  Doug  Echols,  commissioner  of  the  South  Atlantic 
Conference.  "From  a  philosophical  standpoint,  Dr. 
Orr  is  right  in  line  with  a  true  academic  viewpoint 
—  using  intercollegiate  athletics  to  help  young 
people  enhance  their  total  education.  I  believe  he 
really  feels  that  intercollegiate  athletics  and  a 
commitment  to  other  activities  on  campus  offer  a 
student  special  challenges,  and  as  that  student 
struggles  to  do  well,  has  some  setbacks  and  moves 
forward  —  those  are  experiences  that  Dr.  Orr 
believes  is  important  to  the  total  development  of 
young  people." 


L/ennart  Pearson,  serving  as  secretary  of  the  faculty  at  the  time,  was  one  of  two  professors  on 
the  search  committee.  He  still  man  els  at  the  wide  range  of  credentials  that  Orr  brought  to  the  table. 

"An  undergraduate  degree  in  business  from  Duke.  A  Ph.D.  from  Michigan's  highly  regarded  Center  for  the  Study  of  Higher  Education  where  he  wrote 
an  award-winning  dissertation.  An  administrator  in  theological  education.  An  ordained  minister.  A  football  star  in  Charlotte.  A  pilot  in  the  Air  Force —  I 
don't  know  how  you  could  make  a  candidate  to  order  any  better."  says  Pearson,  who  himself  will  retire  at  the  end  of  this  academic  year. 

"He  brought  to  the  job  the  nuts  and  bolts  of  seminary  administration  coupled  with  theoretical  knowledge  of  higher  education.  What  a  package." 
Pearson  says.  "You  see  a  resume  like  that,  and  how  can  you  not  be  impressed?" 

And  18  years  later,  how  can  you  not  be  impressed  by  the  litany  of  accomplishments  that  PC  has  realized  under  Orr's  leadership?  A  campus  that  has 
expanded  from  175  to  225  acres  with  10  new  facilities  and  four  buildings  totally  renovated:  a  student  enrollment  that  has  grown  in  both  quantity  and  quality: 
a  25  percent  increase  in  the  size  of  the  faculty:  an  endowment  that  has  increased  from  S7  million  to  S52  million:  and  an  academic  program  that  has  added 
such  features  as  the  Russell  Program  to  examine  the  influence  of  media  on  society,  the  Knight  Program  in  Applied  Ethics,  study  abroad  initiatives  in 
such  places  as  Oxford.  South  Korea,  and  China,  and  a  medical  humanities  program  that  begins  next  fall  in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  South  Carolina

"A  good  president  normally  can  do  two  or  three  things 
especially  well  and  focuses  on  those  areas,  but  Ken  really  did 
a  lot  of  things  well."  says  Dr.  Richard  Baker,  associate 
professor  of  philosophy  who  also  directs  the  Knight  Program 
and  serves  on  the  steering  committee  of  the  Russell  Program. 
"In  a  period  of  18  years,  which  encompassed  some  tough 
times  for  many  private  liberal  arts  colleges,  he  improved 
Presbyterian  College  on  every  front.  Not  only  did  the  size  of 
the  freshman  classes  grow,  but  the  board  scores  of  each  class 
improved;  the  academic  programs  were  strengthened;  the 
endowment  increased. 

"Ken  has  always  been  a  doer,"  Baker  adds.  "He  has  had 
a  vision  for  this  college,  he  has  pursued  it  with  enthusiasm  and 
commitment,  and  he  has  maintained  an  energy  and  dedication 
that  has  made  so  much  of  this  happen.  For  a  president  these 
days  to  remain  that  effective  at  an  institution  for  18  years  is 
really  remarkable." 

Perhaps  the  most  compelling  appraisal  comes  from  Dr. 
Rachel  Stewart,  a  member  of  the  English  faculty  since  1973. 
The  significance  of  her  statement  comes  not  only  in  what  she 
says,  but  in  how  she  says  it.  Now  completing  her  second  year 
as  a  Fulbright  visiting  scholar  in  Norway,  she  transmitted  her 
words  by  e-mail  —  an  indication  of  how  far  PC  has  come  on 
yet  another  front,  technology. 

"Ken  Orr  has  surely  followed  the  advice  Thoreau 
offered  in  'Walden'  when  he  wrote:  'Build  castles  in  the  air;  that 
is  the  proper  place  for  them.  Then  put  firm  foundations  under  them.'  He 
has  brought  long-range  planning  to  PC.  He  has  achieved  an  astonishing 
number  of  goals,  including  what  is  perhaps  the  most  important  one  — 
such  improvement  in  quality  at  PC  that  our  college  now  deservedly 
receives  national  recognition."  Stewart  says.  "Such  specific  on-going 
projects  as  the  Quattlebaum  Honor  Scholarship  program  to  attract 
students,  the  Belk  Grants  to  attract  faculty,  and  the  Faculty  Summer 
Grants  program  to  keep  faculty  inspired  are  but  three  of  many  ways  that  firm  foundations  have  been  built  with  Dr.  Orr's  leadership." 

I  o  be  sure,  the  members  of  the  search  committee  believed  they  had  chosen  a  president  well  prepared  for  the  task  at  hand  —  but  even  they  had  no  idea 
of  how  marvelous  a  tenure  it  would  be.  Langdon  Flowers,  the  trustee  named  by  board  chairman  J.  Austin  Dilbeck  to  chair  the  committee  in  1978.  pulled  out 
his  own  yellowed  file  folder  several  weeks  ago  and  reviewed  the  whole  process. 

"I  feel  really  good  about  that  committee  and  the  work  we  did,"  Flowers  says  in  a  telephone  conversation.  "We  obviously  picked  the  best  person  we 
could  have  selected,  and  we  expected  him  to  do  an  outstanding  job." 

For  a  moment,  the  phone  line  is  silent.  A  faint  chuckle  follows. 

"But  he  far  exceeded  even  our  highest  expectations." 

Mission  accomplished.  Promises  delivered.  History  lesson  concluded.

Some  thoughts  on  retirement        J

1  ou  haven't  wanted  a  big  fanfare  made  about  your  retirement,  but  it's  starting  to  happen  anyway,  which  is  probably  inevitable  when 
you've  had  an  impact  on  a  place  for  18  years.  What  are  your  thoughts  right  now?  Are  things  so  busy  that  you  really  aren't  thinking  beyond 
June  30,  or  are  well-wishers'  comments  forcing  you  to  think  about  it  whether  you  want  to  or  not? 

1  o  be  honest  with  you.  I  have  been  busy  trying  to  cover  present-day  responsibilities.  This  job  doesn't  stop  just  because  you  announce  that  you  are 
going  to  retire:  the  job  keeps  going  on.  So  as  it  now  stands.  June  30  is  just  a  date.  I  don't  mean  to  suggest  that  I  haven't  thought  about  it;  I  just  haven't 
really  been  able  to  have  any  sustained  focus  on  it.  I  guess  that's  one  of  the  reasons 
I  want  to  have  a  period,  a  little  sabbatical,  that  will  give  me  a  chance  to  wind 
down  and  take  a  break  and  reflect.

I  think  the  challenges  that  will  face  the  next  president  here  are 
the  same  challenges  that  are  going  to  face  the  next  cluster  of  presidents  in  any 
kind  of  institution  of  higher  education  that  is  essentially  a  residential, 
liberal  arts  college.

Jeff  Greenfield  On  Popular  Music 

The  veteran  television  commentator  pointed  out  that  the  roots  of  rock 
'n'  roll  come  from  one  generation's  rebellion  against  their  mother's  and 
father's  music.

segments  and  could  be  said  to  live  up  to  his 

elbows  in  what  most  of  us  consider  popular 

culture  on  television. 

But.  he  said,  it  doesn't  even  exist. 
Instead,  what  people  might  consider  a 

shared  popular  culture  is  really  a  great  mass 

of  competing  subcultures  that  people  align 

themselves  with,  according  to  their  likes  and 
dislikes.  Membership  in  these  subcultures,  Miller 
said,  is  fluid. 

"We  may  be  aware  of  what  is  popular."  he 
said,  "but  it's  hard  to  pin  down  a  specific  culture 
we  all  belong  to  because  there  are  so  many 
competing  opinions." 

In  other  words,  even  "Seinfeld"  —  America's 
number  one  TV  show  —  isn't  even  a  majority  of 
American's  cup  of  tea. 

What  Americans  do  like,  though  —  or  at  least 
what  the  media  enjoy  giving  to  them  —  is  conflict, 
said  Jim  Wall,  editor  of  The  Christian  Century,  an 
ecumenical  weekly  publication. 

Wall,  a  frequent  film  juror  at  the  Berlin  and 
Montreal  film  festivals  and  an  author  on  books 
about  film,  said  American  filmmakers  in  particular

immerse  themselves  in  conflict  narrative  —  or 
stories  about  "good"  versus  "evil." 

"It  is  cheaper  to  produce  and  easier  to  create 
and  market,"  he  said.  "It  overwhelms  a  public  that 
does  not  want  to  think  very  profoundly." 

Even  other  media,  especially  the  evening 
news  on  television,  are  driven  by  conflict  narrative 
as  journalists  pit  extremists  against  each  other  in 
inter;  lew  s  and  ignore  the  real  nuances  of  real 
issues.  Wall  said. 

The  1 1  o'clock  news,  said  Wall,  has  long 
been  drive  by  the  credo.  "If  it 
bleeds,  it  leads."  Thus,  he  argued, 
people  are  given  the  lasting  and 
prevailing  impression  that  crime 
is  the  only  thing  that  happens  in 
their  world. 

And  because  the  media 
distributes  the  vast  majority  of 
information  that  people  consume, 
he  added,  they  exist  as  the  most 
powerful  influences  on  the  globe. 

"Today,  the  power  lies  with 
people  who  tell  the  rest  of  the 
world  what  to  think,"  Wall  said. 
"The  people  who  run  newspapers, 
the  television  networks,  and 

pass  laws, 
those  who  educate  us,  advertising 
—  our  popular  culture  is  shaped 


by  these  forces." 

Not  really,  said  Jeff  Greenfield.  ABC  news 
correspondent  and  a  frequent  contributor  to 
"Nightline." 

In  journalism,  he  argued,  what  comes  across 
as  a  conspiracy  is  really  a  matter  of  logistics. 
Greenfield  said  it  is  difficult  to  capture  nuance  in  a 
90-second  newscast,  although  he  agreed  there 
ought  to  be  more  television  shows  that  offer  more 
in-depth  reporting. 

Instead,  popular  culture  is  shaped,  argued 
Greenfield,  by  nothing  more  than  a  pure,  old- 


fashioned  desire  for  young  people  to  revolt  against 
their  elders. 

"What  popular  culture  is  is  a  poke  in  the 
eye."  he  said. 

It's  comic  books  and  rock  'n'  roll  and  punk 
and  rap  and  anything  else  that  annoys  parents  — 
the  same  kinds  of  things  that  annoyed  parents  of 
the  preceding  generations,  he  said. 

And  Greenfield,  though  still  a  critic,  admitted 
he  also  embraced  popular  culture  as  a  child  and 
even  as  an  adult. 

"I'm  not  here  as  an  Olympian  critic  of  popular 
culture."  he  said,  "but  as  an  enthusias- 
tic consumer  of  popular  culture. 

"1  swim  in  this  culture.  And  I  enjoy 
it." 

It  makes  sense,  said  Greenfield, 
that  a  country  like  the  United  States  — 
born  in  the  fires  of  revolution  — 
should  have  such  an  anti-authoritarian 
streak  running  through  it. 

Young  people,  then,  as  perhaps 
the  most  prevalent  consumers  of 
popular  culture,  are  only  doing  what

their  parents  did  to  their  grandparents. 

"If  your  music  isn't  petrifying  your  parents 
—  if  you  are  listening  to  Kenny  G  —  you  are  not 
doing  your  job,"  he  joked. 

Like  Wall,  what  Greenfield  believes  is  more 
distressing  than  the  prevalence  of  popular  culture  is 
the  erosion  of  the  barriers  between  entertainment 
and  information. 

Tabloid  television  shows  which  depict  topics 
of  great  interest  but  not  importance  —  such  as  the 
O.J.  Simpson  saga  —  do  not  inform  people,  but 
serve  as  curiosities.  Greenfield  said. 

And,  he  added,  the  American  public  eats  it  up 
. . .  unfortunately. 

"The  public  will  enthusiastically  embrace  the 
intellectual  equivalent  of  a  Moon  Pie  and  a 
Twinkie,"  he  said. 

But  Miller  argued  that  the  content  of  the 
media  and  popular  culture  isn't  nearly  as  disturbing 
as  how  much  of  it  the  public  consumes. 

Hours  and  hours  of  watching  television 
disconnect  people  from  core  reality,  he  said. 
Television,  then,  is  a  substitute  for  reality  and  real 
relationships  with  real  people. 

"Watching  too  much  television  is  profoundly 
disincentive  to  exploring  new  relationships."  he 
said.  "We  have  grossly  underestimated  its  affect  on 
loss  of  self  because  of  the  loss  of  family  relation- 
ships." 

Miller  agreed  with  Wall  that  television  news 
produces  a  jaundiced  view  of  civil  discord  and  TV 
entertainment  offers  up  fistfights  as  v Table 
alternatives  without  consequences. 

What's  worse,  argued  Wall,  is  that  the 
healing  and  thought-provoking  power  of  religion 
and  spirituality  is  largely  non-existent  on  the  barren 
plane  of  the  secular  popular  media. 

Still.  Anna  Thomas  —  who  produced  and  co- 
wrote  (with  her  husband,  director  Gregory  Nava) 
the  critically  acclaimed  independent  film,  "El 
Norte"  —  offered  up  a  ray  of  hope  for  the  more 
positive  powers  of  popular  culture. 

"In  college,  when  I  was  studying  filmmaking, 
1  thought  the  movies  1  would  make  would  change 
the  world,"  she  said.  "Later.  I  came  to  realize  that 
'it's  just  a  movie.'  Nothing's  ever  going  to  change. 

"But  even  more  time  goes  by  and  1  realize 
something  does  change.  Something  happens. . . . 
The  change  that  you  can  make  is  to  bring  people 
closer  together  and  make  them  think  about  other 
people  who  have  things  going  on  —  things  you  can 
experience."

n  1996  series  in  The  (Columbia,  S.C.)  State  newspaper  on  church  burnings  in  South  Carolina 
has  been  honored  with  the  1997  Hammet  Award,  presented  by  Presbyterian  College. 

The  Hammet  Award,  first  awarded  in  1993.  recognizes  responsible,  ethical,  and  courageous 
work  in  broadcast  or  print  journalism  and  is  open  to  journalists  in  South  Carolina  and  Georgia.  A 
$2,500  cash  award  is  presented  to  the  Hammet  Award  winner. 

Sharing  in  that  award  were  five  reporters  who  worked  together  on  the  compelling  year-long 
coverage  of  hate  crimes  and  racial  strife  in  South  Carolina:  Douglas  Pardue.  Monte  Paulsen.  Lisa 
Greene,  Twila  Decker,  and  Susan  Albach/Hogan. 

The  Hammet  Award  is  decided  each  year  by  a  three-member  jury  of  Washington.  D.C.. 
journalists.  This  year's  judges  were:  Liane  Hansen,  host  of  National  Public  Radio's  "Weekend 
Edition/Sunday:"  Alan  Murray.  Washington  bureau  chief  for  the  Wall  Street  Journal:  and  Bettina 
Gregory,  senior  correspondent  for 
ABC  News. 

"This  was  a  story  getting 
national  attention,  and  yet  The  State's 
coverage  gave  me  much  more 
understanding  than  I  had  ever  gotten 
to  date."  said  one  judge. "  I  learned 
things.

Top  Office  In  Church  Of  God  Denomination 
Goes  To  1995  Alumni  Gold  P  Recipient 


Presbyterian  College  graduate  has  been 
named  to  the  highest  office  in  his  church  denomination. 

Dr,  Paul  LaVerae  Walker  '53,  who  has  been 
pastor  of  Mount  Paran  Church  of  God  in  Atlanta  for  37 
years,  was  elected  last  summer  as  the  general  overseer 
of  the  denomination  at  the  Church  of  God's  annual 
gathering  in  Indianapolis.  Ind. 

It  was  not  the  first  time  that  he  had  been  offered 
that  post,  but  in  a  March  8  article  written  by  Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution  religion  writer  Gayle  White. 
Walker  explained  why  this  tune  was  different. 

"I  saw  a  hig  globe  of  the  world."  he  told  the 
convention  delegates.  "Surrounding  that  globe  were 
tongues,  as  of  fire . . .  God . . .  spoke  to  me  and  said,  'I 
am  going  to  pour  out  a  revival  of  fire  such  as  this  church 
has  never  seen.'" 

Walker,  who  was  named  the  1995  recipient  of 
Alumni  Gold  P.  the  highesl  honor  awarded  by  the 
Presbyterian  College  Alumni  Association,  had  served 
churches  in  South  Carolina  and  Florida  w  hen  he  arrived 
at  what  was  then  known  as  Hemphill  Church  of  God  in 


1 960.  The  son  of  a  Church  of  God  pastor  who  had  been 
elected  a  state  overseer  at  the  age  of  19  and  had  started 
67  churches  in  his  lifetime.  Walker  knew  the  denomina- 
tion well  —  and  he  had  quickly  developed  a  reputation 
as  a  young  radical  who.  as  White  writes,  "overlooked 
Church  of  God  prohibitions  against  cosmetics  and  jew- 
elry, allowed  contemporary  music  in  his  church,  and 
activelj  worked  with  people  with  like  minds  but  differ- 
ent denominational  pedigrees." 

Today,  however.  Walker  stands  as  one  of  the  most 
important  leaders  in  the  100-year  history  of  the  Che- 
land.  Tenn.-based  denomination. 

In  his  37  years  there,  the  Mount  Paran  member- 
ship has  grown  from  300  to  14.000  —  the  largest  in  the 
denomination  —  and  Walker  led  the  creation  of  four 
satellite  congregations  throughout  metropolitan  Atlanta. 

He  plans  to  move  to  a  consultant's  role  at  Mount 
Paran  by  August  so  that  he  can  focus  all  his  time  and 
energy  on  the  role  of  general  overseer  for  the  denomi- 
nation.

Professor  Brings  His  View  Of  History 
To  Public  Radio  Audiences  Around  The  World

/efore  most  Americans  have  arrived  at  work 
each  weekday  morning,  one  Presbyterian  College 
alumnus  has  already  made  history. 

Or  at  least  giving  his  two-minute  spin  on  it. 

Daniel  McDonald  Roberts  Jr.  is  the  writer- 
producer-performer-publicist-and-marketer  for  "A 
Moment  in  Time."  a  120-second  historical  vignette 
that  is  heard  on  86  public  radio  stations  across  the 
country,  the  Armed  Forces  Radio  Network  through- 
out Japan  and  Central  Europe,  and,  most  recently .  the 
Voice  of  America.  The  program  originates  from  the 
studios  of  WCVE-FM  public  radio  in  Richmond. 
Va„  and  —  for  many  listeners  —  is  fast  becoming  as 
much  a  part  of  their  mornings  as  the  daily  newspaper 
and  that  first  cup  of  coffee. 

For  Roberts  himself,  however,  this  particular 
moment  in  history  has  been  a  long  evolution  with 
numerous  twists  and  turns  along  the  waj .  He  gradu- 
ated from  PC  in  1969  with  a  degree  in  history  and 
political  science.  A  stint  in  Vietnam  followed,  where 
he  led  an  armed  cavalry  squadron  of  30  men  through 
various  reconnaissance  assignments. 

He  then  graduated  from  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary  and  « as  ordained  as  a  minister,  once  open- 
ing the  U.S.  Senate  with  prayer.  A  career  change 


occurred  in  the  early  1 980s,  however,  when  he  decided 
to  pursue  an  interest  in  history,  earning  his  masier's 
degree  from  the  University  of  Richmond  in  1990. 
where  he  serves  as  an  adjunct  professor.  He  has  now 
earned  his  Ph.D.  in  history,  his  dissertation  focusing  on 
Civil  War  London's  Puritan  political  organization  and 
Lord  Mayor  Isaac  Penington  —  "a  topic  that  combined 
my  interests  in  politics  and  religion." 

Bui  it  was  during  a  stint  as  a  musician  —  play  ing 
piano  in  Washington.  D.C.,  a  few  years  ago  —  that  he 
met  a  senior  producer  from  National  Public  Radio,  did 
some  commentary  on  \  arious  news  and  feature  stories, 
and  decided  that  there  just  might  be  a  market  for  a  brief, 
enlightening  and  entertaining  radio  lesson  about  im- 
portant people  and  events  in  history. 

"A  Moment  in  Time"  began  four  years  ago.  and 
Roberts  has  high  hopes  thai  it  will  continue  to  grow  in 
popularity.  But  if  he  has  learned  anything  during  his 
own  lifelong  history7  lesson,  it  is  to  enjoy  the  present 
and  not  make  any  assumptions  about  the  future. 

"1  w  as  expecting  to  be  in  the  ministry  fore\  er."  he 
says,  "and  then  I  wouldn't  have  been  able  to  do  the 
things  I'm  doing  right  now .  It's  really  great  —  I  get  to 
leach  60  young  people  twice  a  week  and  3  million 
listeners  e\en  day."
